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’ GOLD EXPORT TAX vs. THE NEW REGISTRA- 
TION FEB. 


In our Cariboo letter, published on Saturday, 
reference is made to the fee of one per cent. re- 
cently imposed ufion the registration of the trans- | 
fer of mining claims, and with respect to the 
feeling upon the subject oar correspondent says : 
“The miners inv generalok upon it as an ex- 
tortion almost without a parallel.” It will be 
remembered that during the. early part of sae! 
session of the Legislature the then 
was recommended by a unanimous vote of the 
House to levy an export tax upon raw gold 
leaving the Colony, that he refased to do so, and 
instend of the tax recommended established the 
present anfair ‘and oppressive fee upon the trans- 
fer of claims. We say the fee is unfair and op- 
pressive becanse it isa tax upon unrealized labor, 
and too heavy at that. For’ instance, a claim 
may change hands for $10,000 and turn out to 
be valueless, yet the transaction wonld pay a fee 
amounting to $100. To those at all acquainted 
with the nature of mining, the expense of open. 
ing claims in Cariboo and the risk taken both by 
seller and buyer this must at once appear a most 
injudicious tax ;:and that those more directly in- 
terested so view it appears from the letter allu- 

ded to: But the most absurd feature of the case 
is that this unfair and obnoxious fee is substitu- 
ted for one than which nothing more just and 
equitable could possibly be devised, viz., an ex- 
port tax apon gold—a tax upon realized labor. 
We need not now enter at léngth into the merits 
of this tax since so much has appeared in these 
culumns upon the subject daring the last. three 
years. We have from the first advocated an 
export tax, and three year’s experience and close 
observation have tended to mature the convic- 
tion that in the present cirenmstances of British 
Columbia it is the most equitable mode of raising 
‘8 portion of the revenue. 
endorsed by a unanimous vote of the Legislature | ' 
and is entertained by every intelligent miner with 
whom we have conversed. The chief objection 
to the present mode of raising the revenue of 
this Colony is that it falls unequally upon the 
man whe’makes a furtane and the man who fails 
todo so. Gold is as yet the almost sole prodact 
of the Colony, and it is a noticeable fact that al- 
most all those who have accumulated large 
amounts of it have left the country. Men have 
carried off to California, the Eastern States and 
the Eastern British Provinces their tens, twen- 
ties, thirties and, in several instances, handreds 
of thousands, and what has this Colony received 
in retarn for the enormous amount of treasure 
thus taken from it? The mere percentage upon 
“grub” consumed—no more than the pvor, un- 
lucky miner, who has spent more in this Colony 
than he will take out of it, has contributed. We 
would not be’ understood to say that the tax upon 
each individual colonist is not now sufficiently 
heavy. It istoo heavy. But it falls anequal- 
ly upon the two classes—the fortunate and an- 
fortunate miner ; for it must be remembered that 
the tax-paying population is largely compused of 
miners. What we wish to do is to lighten the 
tax now imposed by reducing the import duty 
upon some things, removing certain obnoxiqus 
dues and tolls, and, in order to make up the de- 
ficieney which would thas be caused in the reve- 
nue, we proposed to levy # tax npon realized 
labor—an export tax upon raw gold—thereby 
lightening the burden now bearing too heavily 
upon the poor man and causing the gold which 
is being carried out of the country in such large

- quantities to contribute somewhat towards the 


revenue of the Colony, and thus encourage in- 
dustry. The tax is the most reasonable and just 
one that’ can be conceived of, and could not pos- 
sibly have the effect of discouraging immigration. 
The difficulty and expense of developing our 
mines in the interior are great enough without 
maltiplying tax upon tax—virtually taxing en- 
ergy and enterprise instead of taxing the gold 
after it is taken out. Olur true policy is to cheap- 
¢n exploration and prospecting as much as pos. 
sible, and make the gold pay. The tax could 
hot be oppressive, inasmuch as it would only. be 
heavy in proportion toa man’s “pile.” The un- 
fortunate miner who spends his money, time and 
energies in the country would get off free from 
‘this tax, the moderately successful would pay 
juét'in proportion to bis success, and, conse. 
quently, in. proportion to his ability to pay ; 3! 
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while the inillighaire would have to come down | 


with his thousands. And what man would be at 
all deterred or cooled in hig ardor ag a miner 
from the consideration that if he should succeed 
in amassing a fortune he would be obliged to pay 
three per cent. of it towarda sustaining the reve- 
nue of the country which had enriched him ?

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MIND YOUR OWN BUSINESS. 





Tn alluding to the large amounts of treasure 
how coming down from the mines a Victoria 


contemporary says :—‘‘ We hope the Govern- 
ment of British Columbia will carry out the re- 
commendation of the Legislative Council of that 
Colony and establish a mounted police force for 

’ the upper country. There is no doubt whatever 
that such a force will be necessary, and the svon- 
er it is established the better.” 


Tlie admonitign selected for the heading of this 
article is the most appropriate reply we can re. 
turn to the above suggestion. ‘The people of Vic- 
toria succeeded last year in involving this Colony 
in o very large expenditure—the precise amount 
does not yet appear, as the accounts have not 

“been mage’ up—for the foolish experiment of a 
Gold Escort, established contrary to the wishes 
and in. the face of a protest from the people of 
this Colony. And what did the experiment 
amount to? Although the Escort was composed 
of fifteen or sixteen armed men and: offered to 
carry.treasure at-a merely nominal rate it wae 
found that parties having gold to send down pre- 
ferred to entrust it to private enterprise. Bar- 

‘ nard’s Express carried down nearly five times 
as much as the Escort, and Mr. E. T. Dodge car- 
ried as much in one month as that celebrated in- 
stitution carried all the season! It is true it is 
not an Escort our contemporary now recommends, 
bat a Mounted Police, and in recommending it 
he states what is altogether untrue—bases his 
recommendation upon a false foundation. The 
tesclation introdaced in the Legislative Conncij 
for the establishment of a Mounted Police Force 
sas voted down, so that in writing as he does our 
contemporary only &xposes his ignorance respect- 

- ing our affairs. We look upon the creation of 


-. ench a force with as much disfavor as we viewed 


the Gold Escort. Financially it would be no less 
a drag ypon the revenue, and for all practical 
purposes it would be even less justifiable. So 
far as the transmission of treasure is concerned 
neither an Escort nor a Mounted Police is need- 


- ed. If people preferred last year to intrust their 


treasure to Barnard’s Express, how much would 
such preference be strengthened from the fact 
that that Express is now a much more thorongh- 
ly Organized and secure institution than it was 
@ year ago. With the large addition of rolling 
stock, stages provided with detonating or burg- 
lar-proof safes, and placed in charge of ex- 
perienced and reliable men, and with the most 
complete arrangements by which these stages 
are guarded by an armed escort in the more ex- 
posed portions of the road, enabling them to 
make the trip from Richfield to Yale in 5 days, 
thereby rendering it hardly possible for them to 
be waylaid successfully, the public do not want 
any cumberous and expensive Government or- 
ganization for the protection of treasure. Pres- 
ent necessities are quite met by the thorough and 
efficient Express to which we have alluded, and 
any attempt on the part of the Government to 
feist upon the Colony such an expensive institu- 
tion as a Mounted Police upon the pretext that 
it was needed for the safety of treasure would 
meet with the greatest disfavor. As,a general 
rule such matters as the transport of tore are 
always safest and best inthe hands of private 
enterprise, and any attempt on the part of the 
Government to interfere in nine cases out of ten 
will prove an expensive failure. The Gold Es- 
eort of 1863 has proved a dear, and it ought to 
prove a salutary, lesson to both Government and 
people. Let Government do all in their power 
to facilitate the extraction of the precious metal 
by constructing and improving roads, cheapening 
the necessaries of life and removing oppressive 
taxes and fees, and there is no danger of the 
gold finding its way to market.: As the means 
of communication improve and the exposure of 
treasure in transitu from the mines is correspond- 
ingly lessened the inducements to robbery will 
decrease in the same ratio, and thus the necegs- 
sity for any special protection will become smal- 
ler every year. Even comparing this season 
with previous ones we find that highway robbery 
- has perceptibly decreased—has almost entirely 
disappeared. The reason is obvious: Whereas 
“jn former times miners and traders were obliged 
to trudge through long and dreary. trails carrying 
their own treasure, thereby rendering themselves 
an easy and tempting prey to the highwayman, 





. during his absence for himself personally, and also for

the treasure now passes through regularly or- 
ganized channels and there is no longer occasion 
for the owner. to expose himself in any way. In 
devoting so much space to the consideration ~ of 
this subject we have not been impelled by a fear 
of a Mounted Police being established, for: we 
feel convinced that there is not the least prob- 
ability of such a calamity being in store for us ; 
but it is just as well to expose the ignorance and 
impudence of a certain clique in Victoria, who 
do not seem yet to have fully realized the fact 
that they have no longer the means of ruling us 
through the convenient medium of a joint Gov- 
ernor.

The fight took place principally in the 
streets of Cynthiana. Some of our troops took 
refuge in the Court House, and in order to get 
them out the town was set on fire, and about 20 
buildings were eousumed before the fire was ex-
